SUMMARY OF PRESENTATION : The Army needs intelligence as a basis for planning 
and for the conduct of ground operations. Strategic intelligence is required 
by the high civilian officials of the Department of the Arny, the Chief of 
Staff, the General Staff divisions, and by theater commanders; combat intelli- 
gence by unit commanders , U. S. Army organization provides for an intelligence 
officer on the commander’s staff at all levels. As the highest intelligence 
officer, the A. G. of S. , G— 2 of the Department of the Army, has a number of 
responsibilities. Included among them is the responsibility of collecting 
and producing the intelligence needed by the Department of the Amy and lower 
command echelons. Utilizing various collection services, the G-2 produces 
current, staff and basic intelligence required by the Army and for joint 
commitments .
